ARMOR PLANT PROJECT
WINS HOUSE SKIRMISH

Naval Affairs Committee Fa-
vors It 15 to 6—"White House
Dietation” Charged

WASRINGTON, April 5.—Tha Houwre
Naval Affairs Committea voted 16 to 6 to
renort out faverably the 311,000,000 Gov-
ernmetit armor-plate piant bill passed a
weelc ago by the Benate.

All Demaoeratic members of the commit.
tee and two Republicans, Britten, Illinols,
and Stephens, Callfornla, voted favorably.

The vote wins:

For the bill—Chairman Padgett. Tal-
bott, Futopinal, Riordan. Tribble, Hensley,
Buchanan, Gray, Callaway, Connelly,
Hart, Ollver, Liebel, Democrats, and Brit-
ten and Stephens, Hepublicans,

Aguninast—Butler, Hoberts,
Farr, Kellay and Mudd,

An amendment by Butler to authorize
the Federal Trade Commission to Invenstl-
gite the cost of armor production, estab-
lish a fixed price, and give the armors
plate manufacturers an opportunity to
méet thig price, before construction of the
Government plant would be authorized,
was defented by the Democrats on n
stralght party vote, 13 to 8. The Butler
amendment would have withheld appro.
priation for the Government plant until
Armor manufacturers ahould fail to meot
the price -fixed by the Federal Trade Com-
mission.
